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A Letter from 8. Denis biſhop of Alexandria to Fabius 
biſhop of Antioch, containing the martyrdom of ſeveral 
Golly. confeſſors, who ſuffered death in the years of Chriſt 


* 249, and 250, un.ier the empires of Philip and Decius. 


Ir was not the emperor Decius's edict, which excited 
the perſecution againſt us; it was begun a year be- 


fore. It was a poet that ſtirred up the people againſt us, 
and induced them to defend the old ſuperſtition, which 
he thought could not be better defended. than by ſhed- 
ding our blood. They firſt ſeized on an old man called 
Matras, and would obl:ge him to blaſpheme, But be- 
cauſe he would not do it, they beat him with ſticks, 
| Pierced his face with pointed reeds, and ſtoned him in a 
ſuburbs. Afterwards they led a faithful woman whoſe 
name was Quinta, to the temple of their idol, and 
urged her to adore it. When ſhe had refuſed with ex- 
ecration and horror, they bound her feet, dragged her 
upon the ſtones thro? the city, and beat her all over her 
body till they came to the ſuburbs, where they ſtoned 
her to death. After this they enter by crouds into the 
houſes of the. chriftians,' take them from thence with 
violence, ſtrip them, pillage the beſt of their moveables, 
and burn the reſt, with the ſame licence as if the city 
had been taken by aſſault. .In the mean time our 

. brethren retired, - and ſaw their goods ſtolen with the 
ſame joy"as thoſe did of whom S. Paul ſpeaks. There 


was but one, that 1 know of, that fell into their hands, 


and renounced. the faith. They then took Appollonia, 
that admirable virgin, and broke her teeth by the vio- 
lence of the blows. they gave her in the face. Aſter-

wards they lighted a preat fire out of the city, and 
threatned to throw her into it, if ſhe did not blaſpheme 
with them, Having excuſed herſelf, and being left at 


liberty, ſhe threw herſelf into the pile, where ſhe was 
inſtantly conſumed, They found Serapien in his own 
- houſe, made him ſuffer cruel torments, bruiſed his 


body, and at laſt threw him down from the top of it. 
We durſt not go night or day into the ſtreets, or pub- 
lic places ; becauſe all the people cried out, that who- 
ſoever refuſed to blaſpheme, ſhould be burnt alive. 


This perſecution having continued a long time, it was 


fucceeded by a ſedition, and a civil'war, whereby thoſe 


that had combated us with ſo great fury, armed againſt 
. one another. Then we breathed a little. -But the 
| calm was very ſoon changed into a ſtorm. The edit 


having been' publiſhed againſt us, we beheld aftoniſhing 
things, ſuch as the Lord had foretold, and capable, if 


it were poſſible, of ſeducing the very elect. The terror 


was extreme. Many of the moſt confiderable advanced 
with fear. Thoſe that had charges appeared as uſual to 
exerciſe them. Others were forcibly dragged away by 


thoſe that knew they were chriſtians. Some were pale 


and trembling, as if they had not walked to ſacrifice to 


the idols, but to be facrificed themſelves ; ſo that the 
people made a jeſt of their not having the courage either 


to {acrifice, or to die. Others advanced boldly towards 
the altar, and affirmed that they had never been chriſ- 


tians. They were of the number of thoſe of whom our 


Saviour ſaid, that it is very difficult for them to be 
ſived. The rett ranged themſelves on the ſide of the 
one or the other of thoſe I have mentioned, or endea- 


voured to fly, and ſome of theſe laſt were taken, There 


were ſome among them who after continuing in priſon 
for ſeveral days, renounced the faith, without being 
taken before the judges. Others after bearing the tor- 
ments with ſome fort of conſtancy, were ſhaken by the 
threats of new ones which they were preparing for them. 
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The bleſſed pillars of the Lord, which he had ſupported 
upon the immoveable foundation of the faith, continued 
firm and ſtedfaſt, and were intrepid witneſſes of the 
truth of his kingdom. Julias was the firſt, He was 
afflicted with the gout, and could neither walk nor. 
ſtand; who was traduced with two others t hat carried 
him, one of whom renounced the faith immediately. 
The other called Cronion, and ſurnamed Euniut, having 
confeſſed Jeſus Chriſt wick Julian, they were ſet upon 
camels, and beaten thro' all the city, which as you 
know is very large, and at length burnt in a hot pile 
which the people had lighted. A Soldier called Be/as, 
who had conducted them to the place of puniſhment, 
and had repulſed thoſe that abuſively inſulted them, 
| was led before the judge at the confuſed cries of the 
multitade, that roſe up againſt him; and having gene- 
rouſly combated as a valiant athlete, for the defence 
of the cauſe of the Lord, his head was cut off.

and Alexander wege taken from an obſcure priſon, where 


they had been a long time in chains, and were cruelly 
beaten, torn with iron claws, and at laſt burat in un- 
quenched lime. Four women ſuffered martyrdom with 
them. The firſt was a girl called Anmnonarion, who 
having been a long time tormented by the judge, be- 
cauſe ſhe had told him ſhe would never do what he de- 
fired, ſhe kept her word, and was led to puniſhment. 
Mercury a woman venerable for her age. Denyſa the 
mother of many children, for whom however ſhe had 
leſs love than for God, and another Ammonarion, had 
their heads cut off, without having ſuffered other tor- 
ments before; becauſe the judge was aſhamed to tor- 
ment them unprofitably, and to be overcome by women, 


The firſt Ammonarion had. experienced all the puniſh- 
ments. Heron, Ater, and Tfidore, Egyptians, were led 


before the judge, with a youth of fifteen years old 
called Dioſcorus. The judge endeavoured firſt to de- 
ceive him by his diſcourſes, as the moſt ſimple, and to 


ſhake him by torments, as the weakeſt ; but he equally 


reſiſted the violence of torments, and the ſweetneſs 
of words. The others baving been cruelly beaten, and 
ſuffered the moſt rigourous torments with an Invincible 
conſtancy, were at laſt burnt. Dizo/corus, who had 
gained admiration by the wiſdom of his anſwers, was 
tent away by the judge, who told him, that in favour 
of his age, he gave him a little time to change his 
opinion, He continues amongſt us, and God reſerves 
him to another more celebrated combat. Nemefion alſo 
a native of Egypt was falſly accuſed of belonging to a 
company of thieves, and having juſtified him{elf before 
the Centurion was afterwards accuſed of being a chriſ- 


tian, and led in chains to the governour. That moſt 


unJuſt judge having made him to be tormented once 
more than the thieves, cauſed him to be burnt with 
them; and thus he had the happineſs to haye that con- 


-formity with our Saviour, as to die live him in the com- 


pany

pany of thieves, A company of Soldiers, to wit, Ammon, 
Zenon, Prolemy, Ingenuus, and the old Theophi'us, ſtand- 
ing before the tribunal of the judge, perceived that a 
man accuſed of being a chliſtian, was ready to deny it, 
they inſtantly made him ſigns with che eyes and band, 
and then with the whole body, ſo that they were ob- 
ſerved ; but before any body advanced to arreft them, 
they approached the tribunal, and preſented themſelves, 
confeſſing that they were chriſtians. The governour 
and the other judges were aftoniſhed at the boldneſs 
with which they offered themſelves to death. They de- 
parted thus exceeding joyful for having fo gloriouſly 
conſeſſed Jeſus Chriſt, and having made him triumph 
by the en of their faith. | |

any thing by his bad uſage, he abuſed him more ſen- - 
fibly, whereby being ſtil] unable to ſhake his firmneſs, 
he killed him, by running a ſtake into his bowels. 
What need is there to ſpeak of an innumerable multitude 
of people that died of hunger, thirſt, or cold, upon 
the mountains, and in the deſerts ; or who were killed 
by thieves, or devoured by wild beaſts ? Thoſe that re- 
main are irreproachable witneſſes of the choice which 
God had made of them by his grace, and of the victory 
they have obtained by their faith. I will here relate but 
one example ot this to diſplay the truth hereof, An old © 
man whoſe name was Cheremon, biſhop of Nilur, 
having fled with his wife upon a- mountain of Arabia, N 
never returned, nor could the brethren ever find him, | 
what care ſoever they took to ſeek him. Several were 
taken by the Saracens upon that mountain, and led into 
captivity, ſome af whom were redeemed by money, 
and others are yet in their hands. I write all this to 
you, my deareſt brother, to acquaint you what the per- 
ſecution of our church has been, which thoſe who have 
ſuffered it comprehend the"greatneſs and violence of 
it better than any body. . . . . Moreover the holy mar- 
tyrs who are now ſeated with Jeſus Chriſt in his king |} 
dom, and who will judge the world with him, have re- 
ceived thole that were fallen during the perſecution, and 
had ſacrificed to the idols; and having-believed that 
their penance might be acceptable to him who loves the 
converſion of a {inner better than h's death, they have 
received them favourably, and admitted them into their 
ſociety, and fufered them to pray and eat with them, 
What conduct then do you counſel us to keep in regard 
to them? What ought we do? Shall we follow the ad- 
vice of the holy martyrs ; ſhall we confirm the ſentence | 
they have given, or rather the favour they.have granted | 
by treating thoſe penitents with mildneſs, or elſe ſhall 
we eſtabliſh ourſelves judges of the holy martyrs, ſhail 
we examine their ſentence, ſhall we cancel it?

13 ages and a half were elapſed ſince the birth of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and that ſun of juſtice, who had 
ariſen in the midſt of darkneſs, had already begun to 
ſpread the light of faith over the vaſt and fertile coun- 


ties of the welt ; the trumßet of the goſpel was already 


heard in the utmoſt bounds of Gaul, and the people that 
lived at the foot of the Pyranees had already received 
the doctrine of the apoſtles, when under the conſulſhip 
of Decius and Gratus Tholouſe acknowledged Saturnin 
for its firft biſhop. In truth the chriſtians were yet but 
a ſmall number.in thoſe fine provinces, the God of hea- 
ven had but few temples there, whilſt in all the cities 


the altars were ſmoking, and the blood of victims flow- 


ing, in honour of the falſe gods. But Saturnin begun 
to deſiroy their impious worſhip in his epiſcopal city, he 
impoſed ſilence on them, made their oracles ceaſe un- 
veiled the myſteries of iniquity, and in a little time the 
faith of the chriſtians being ſupported by the word of 
their holy paſtor, and enlightened by his piety, was ſeen 
triumphing over infidelity, and the religion of Jeſug 
Chriſt eſtabliſhing itfelf upon the ruins of that of *

The holy biſhop was obliged to paſs by the capitol 
in his way to a little church which he had built. The 
devils that inhabited this ſuperb temple, cguld not 
ſuffer the, preſence of the man of God; they were 
forced to acknowledge the power of ſeſus Chriſt, which 
Saturnin excerciſed over them, and their vain idols re- 
ſuming their own nature, no longer returned any auſ- 
wer, to the great ſurpriſe of thoſe that conſulted them. 
The alarm was immediately ſpread among their prieſts ; 
that novelty confounded them, they aſked one another 
whence could proceed a filence ſo uncommon to their 
gods; who could thus have ſtopt their mouths? Are 
they angry, or are they abſent ? Whence comes it that 
inſenſible to the prayers addreſſed to them, they do not 
ſo much as hear the voice of our miniſters? It is to no 
urpoſe to immolate victims to them, in vain does the 
blood of bulls flow in large ſtreams before their altars, 
nothing is capable of reſtoring them to their ſpeech ; 
they are deaf and damb.  ' _ 
Some perſons diſaffected to our religion go to thoſe 
prieſts; they let. them underſtand that there has lately 
appeared they know not what kind of ſea, which pro- 
feſſes itfelf an enemy to the immortal gods; which has 
' ſworn their ruin, and has no other view than to ſub- 
| ſtitute in their place. another God whom it adores : that 
a certain Satsrnin is the head of that ſect at Tholonſe, 
who paſſes often by the capitol ; and that the fight of 
him who ſeems to inſult the gods that inhabit there, has 
undoubtedly. provoked them, and this has great ap- 
pearance of being the cauſe of their filence ; now tnere 
is but one way to appeaſe them, which is to put that 
impious man to death. CE TEAS "8 
O blind folly ! O unhappy error! how couldſt thou 
perſwade reaſonable minds, that a man could frighten 
the gods, and that to avoid his preſence, thoſe poor di- 
vinities trembling and diſtracted baniſh themſelves from 
their temple ?

| ſeek to kill that man ? Go rather and adore him: be 


certainly delerves your homages better than thoſe gods 
that tremble before him.

What an extravagance is it to fear thoſe that 


axe afraid, and not to fear him that makes himſelf be 


feared ?- 


However their minds are diſturbed with different mo- 


tions; ſome are ſurpriſed at that event ; others com- 


plain of their misfortune, and regret the abſence of their 
gods, or fear their wrath. The people draw near, 
being curious to know the cauſe of this prodigy. They 


diſpoſe all things for an extraordinary ſacrifice ; a bull 


is choſen out of a hundred of the beſt ; he is a vidim 
worthy to be offered to Jupiter, and every one hopes 


that by this enterpriſe the gods being appeaſed with the 


_ abode, and at laſt would break their long and obſtinate 


filence. Every thing was ready, and they were going 


to begin, when ſome one of the croud perceiving- Sa- 
turnin as he went to his little chu ch for the office of the 


day, (for it was a feſtival) cried out: behold the enemy 
of our gods is coming, the chief of the new religion : 
that is the man who preaches every where that our gods 
are but devils, and that their temples muſt be beaten 
down ; he is the cauſe that our oracles no longer ſpeak, 
and that we can gain no anſwer from them. The gods 
deliver him very properly to us, znd it will only depend 
on us to revenge the wrong he does us, and alſo to re- 
venge our gods of the injury they receive from him, 
He muſt either give them his life to rejoice them, or 
offer incenſe to appeaſe them. | |

As to your 
gods, they are but devils, which take far greater plea- 
ſure in the ſacrifice of your ſouls, than in thoſe of your 
bulls. Moreover, why would you have me to fear 
them, ſince you'own yourſelves that they tremble before 


me. Theſe words pronqunced with all the zeal of an 


apoſtolic man, compleated to put that people in a fury ; 
they took the bull that was deſigned for the ſacrifice, and 
made uſe of him for a miniſter of cruelty 3 they put a 
cord about his body to which they faſtened Saturnin by 
the feet; then violently goading the furious animal, 
he caſt himſelf headlong from the top of the capitol, 
and dragged the holy biſhop after him. But in the firſt 
fall the head was daſhed to pieces, the brains flew about, 
and the uppermoſt ſteps were covered with blood. The 
body was totally bruiſed, and the ſoul recoveredjts liberty. 
Jeſas Chriſt received it, and crowned it with immortal 


laurels. However the bull continued to drag the _ 


deprived of ſenſe and incapable of pain, till the cor 

breaking left it ſtretched upon the ſand, where ſuch bu- 

rial was given him as the conjuncture would permit.

They continued ſome- 
time unknown to men under a vile turf, but known to 
God, and honoured by the holy angels, till St. Hlary, 
who was placed upon the ſee of Thaulouſe many years 
after, having cauſed them to dig to the coffin, - diſco- 
vered that treaſure; but not daring. to touch. thoſe ſa- 
cred relics, he contented himſelf with encloſing them 
haſtily in a vault of bricks, which however he had the 
precaution to cover with earth, that they might not be 
expoſed to the profanation of the infidels, ; and built a 
| ſmall chapel of wood over the whole. But as many 
faithful in proceſs of time had the devotion to be bu- 
ried near the body of the holy martyr, that place was 
filled with tombs ; which made S. Sy/vizs the ſueceſſor 
of S. Hilary undertake the plan of a beautiful and ſpa- 
cious church, thinking to transfer the relics of 8. Sa- 
turnin thither. He begun the work, but death pre- 
vented his finiſhing it. That glory was reſervcd to S, 
Exuperius, who ſucceeded 8. Sylvuius. That prelate, 
who'e extraordinary merit and rare virtues, not only 
. equalled all his predeceſſors, and all the other prelates of 
his age, but rendered him not even inferzour to the 
great Saturnin, happily put the laſt hand to that ſuperb 


ce di ice. However as he made ſome difficulty to tranſ- 


port the body of the holy biſhop thither, not that he 
wanted faith, but thro' a motive of reſpect, he was ad- 
inoniſhed in a dream to delay no longer the execution 
o his firſt project; moreover that the ſouls of the ſaints 
/2re not apprehenſive, * their bleſſed reſt ſhould be

we have taken from Eu/eb:us, and other ancient authors. 
of eccleſiaſtic hiſtory. . 

We know nothing poſitive of his country, nor of the 
manner in which he ſpent the former years of his life; 
and the firſt view hiſtorians give us of him is in chains, 
combatting for Jeſus Chriſt, under the reign and during 
the perſecution of Severus, about the year 204. More - 


over, we ſhould have ſufficient inclination to believe that 


he was biſhop at that time in the province of Cappadocia, 
if this opinion could be reconciled to a letter which he 
then wrote from his priſon to the people of Antioch, on 
account of the ordination of Aſclepiades, in which he 
does not take the title of a biſhop, but merely that of 
a ſervant and priſoner of Jeſus Chriſt. . 

After the death of Severus, peace being reſtored to 


the church and Alexander then a biſhop, but we know 
not the name of his church, he took a journey to er u- 


ſalem, to pay his vows to the tomb of our Lord. He 
arrived there at the time that Narciſſus, biſhop of that 
holy city, was returned to his church after a very long 
abſence, and governed it at nearly the age of a hundred 
years. That holy old man thinking he had no longer 
ſufficient ſtrength to bear the heavy burthen of epic | 
pacy alone, caſt his eyes upon Alexandir, to lay a part 
of it upon him. The thing ſucceeded as he had pro- 
jected it; Alexander was retained at Feruſalem and with 
the applauſe of the clergy and people placed upon the 
ſame ſee with Narciſſus by the biſhops of the province. 
In truth it was neceſſary that heaven ſhould declare in 
favour of that election by divine revelations, which in- 
duced the people and the cleigy to make it, and by 
divers miracles which confirmed it. And certainly a 


thing ſo extraordinary as that, and ſo plainly oppo- 

ſite to the canons and to uſe, ought to have like war.

ſus being no longer able to acquit himſelf of his paſtoral 
charge, « becauſe of his extreme old age, Alexander 
biſhop of another church was advertiſed by revelation-in 
a dream to come to relieve him. This Alex ander being 
come from Cappadocia, where he had been raiſed to the 
epiſcopal dignity, to make his prayers at Feruſalem, and 
to viſit the holy places, the brethren of that church re- 
ceived him with great humanity, and did not permit him 
to return to his own country. For they themſelves had 
had a revelation, and the moſt eminent in holineſs had 
beard a voice, which had admoniſhed them to go with- 
out the gates of the city, and receive the biſhop whom 
God had deſtined for them. The faithful of Jeruſalem, 
having obeyed that voice with the conſent of the biſhops 
of the neighbouring churches, they obliged Alexander to 
ſtay with them. It is certain Alexander ſpeaks in his 
letters to the Antinoites, that he preſerved the epiſcopal 
dignity. which he poſſeſſed jointly with Narciſſus, For 
he ſays at the end of one : ** Narciſſus who governed this 
church before me, and is with me by the communion of 
prayers, being a hundred and ſixteen years old, ſalutes 
you, and exhorts you with me, to have all bat one and 
the ſame ſentiment. Serapion bilhop of Antioch being 
dead, Aſclepiades who had rendered himſelf very cele- 
brated among the faithful, by the conftancy with which 
he confeſſed the faith during the perſecution, ſucceeded 
him in the government of that church. . Alexander 
ſpeaks thus of his ordination in a letter to the inhabitants 
of Antioch : Alexander a ſervant of God, and a captive 
of Jeſus Chriſt, to the bleſſed church of Antioch, falva- 
tion in our Lord. God has diminiſhed the weight of 
my chains in my priſon, ſince I have learat that - 
piades, a man very recommendable by the merit of his 
faith, has been raiſed by order of divine providence to 
the epiſcopal ſee of your moſt holy church”. He teſt-

Narcifjus, as M. de Yalois obſerves, and as Al:zxandtr 
himſelf ſeems to inſinuate in his letter to the people of 
Antinoe. Narciſſus, ſays he, ſalutes you, who before 


me ſo worthily filled the ſee of Jeruſalem; from whence 
it may be concluded, that tte name of a biſhop, and 
the honours of epiſcopacy were preſerved to Narciſſus, 


but that Alexander had the authority and juriſdiction 
thereof, and that he had exerciſed it, not in the name 


of the o!d biſhop, which coadjutors do at preſent, but 
in his own name, and by the right of his election and 
conſecration. After all, we muſt ſincerely confeſs, that 


_ almoſt all the ancient authors have ſaid that Alexander 
was the adjunct of Narciſſus, and his collegue in the 


biſhopric of Jeruſalem. . 
Moreover, tho' the canons, to repreſs the ambition

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or avarice of eceleſiaſtics, had forbidden this ſort of 
tranſlations from one ſee to another, and that coadjutors 
ſhould be given to biſhops, for fear that the ſame 


church ſhould have two ſpouſes living at the ſame time; 
yet when an urgent neceſſity ſeemed to require it, and 
without having regard to the utility of particulars, they

perſecution againſt the church. In which Fabian being 
taken from Rome by martyrdom, Cornelius was ſubſti- 
tuted biſhop in his place, Having afterwards ſpread. 
into Paleſtine, Alexander was cited before the preſident. 
of the province. Having there obtained a new glory 
by confeſſing Jeſus Chriſt a ſecond time, he was thrown 
into priſon, tho' his white hair, and the purity of his 
manners rendered him Vari wars to every body, where 
he expired after having perſevered unto the end, in the 
authentic teſtimony he gave more than once in full tri- 
bunal to the truth of the chriſtian religion. |

teach me his name, Accacius he calls himſelf the God 
of bro ham, of J/aac, and of Jacob, Martian : are thoſe 
gods alſo? Acacius - no, undoubtedly 3 they are men, to 
SH God has truly ſpoken. T here is but he alone that 
is God, and he alone ought to be adored, feared, and 
loved. Martian: what in fine is that God? Acacius :

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fire to know. You ſay then that God has a ſon. Acas 
cins ; yes, he has a ſon. Martian: and who is that 
| ſon of God? Acacius the word of grace and truth. 
Martian is that his name? Acacius: you had not aſked 
me his name, but what was his power. Martian: ah ! 
well then his name. Acactus : it is Jeſus Chriſt, Mzire 
tian : by what woman had God that fon ? Acacius: 
God begot not his ſon in the manner of men. Much 
more, when God created the firſt man, he formed him 


a body of a little earth, and afterwards breathed into 


him ſoul and life, For do not think that this divine 
majeſty, who is a pure ſpirit, defiles his infinite purity 
by the commerce of a mortal woman. Thus the fon of 


God, the word of truth, proceeded from the under- 
ſtanding of God: this is expreſſed in the divine books 


in theſe terms: (E/ 44.) my heart has produced a good 

word. Martian has God therefore a body? Acacius - 
he alone knows himſelf; as to our parts, we cannot 
ſay what form he has, becauſe it is inviſible. We con-

another a little after, under the patriarch Paribenius, 
ſurnamed the old, which condemned ſome infamous 
articles under the name of Cyril Lucar, and rejected 
them as prodigies and falſhoods agreeing with the whims 
of the Calvinifs..
